A western town 
destroyed by wind is rebuilt, not de­ 
serted. Yet no one can guarantee the 
inhabitants from similar visitations. 
Each man has his way of earning a 
livelihood.

elsewhere. 
There is his home and there are all 
the associations that make life sweet 
and w'orth living. 
Transplanting the 
lives 
of thou- 
ands of people is no small matter. 
There are things we cling to as ten­ 
u o u s l y as life itself. Among these 
Are home, friends, customs that grow* 
upon us from childhood and become 
in inseperable part of us. The dan­ 
ger must be indeed 
imminent 
and 
loudly to drive mankind from these, 
the dearest things of life.
